The covered bridge over Agawam river was destroyed by fire 
May 4th, 1899 when the explosion of one of its lights wrote “finis’' 
to 125 years of useful and occasionally exciting existence. 

The first crossing of the river was a “wading place” down 
stream. Later a ferry was used, but a bridge was talked of as early 
as 172(1. Proposal for construction reached town meeting in 1753 
and was voted down. In 1773, 200 pounds was appropriated and a 
committee appointed to procure timber and build the bridge. This 
was done sometime before 1785, being mentioned in records of that

In 1855, a warrant being legally posted by the newly organized 
town of Agawam, a town meeting was held on the site, “to see about 
repairs on Agawam Bridge to make it more safe.” The 14 voters 
present voted to confer with selectmen from West Springfield on 
the mode of rebuilding and the cost of a stone pier to replace the 
old one, which was a log crib filled with stones. At another meet¬ 
ing a committee was appointed and $175 voted for the new pier. 

The covered bridge was lighted at night by a lantern in each 
end, a man being paid 10 cents per day to care for them. In winter 
it had to be surfaced with snow to accommodate the traffic in sleighs 
and heavy two horse sleds. Droves of cows and hogs occasionally 
crossed it. In 1883, a man was hanged for a shooting which took 
place in its dark interior. 

In 1879, the south abutment washed out, letting the south span 
drop into the river. Because of difficulty finding a solid foundation, 
the cost of repair came to more than twice the contracted price and 
amounted to $2,828.02. Another repair job was necessary in 1883 
because of a severe storm and a short time later the bridge was 
struck by lightening. After that repair, it lasted 6 years and was 
destroyed by fire. 

The temporary trestle bridge built in the summer of 1899 was 
washed out on January 20th of the following winter. The structure 
which replaced it was paid for by Agawam and West Springfield,

excess of 4% of income are in¬ 
cluded in listing the deductions 
which are subject to the 5 r /, rule. 

The tax bill provides for some 
tax reduction in order to'“sweet¬ 
en” this cutback in itemized de¬ 
ductions. However, there is al¬ 
ways the risk that budget deficits 
and resulting inflation may force 
Congress to increase the rates. 
But once you lose part of your 
deductions, the the chances of 
getting them back are very slim. 

The deductions allowed for 
home mortgage interest and real 
estate taxes were approved by the 
Congress many years ago as an 
inducement for the growth of 
home ownership. As a result we 
are a nation of 60% home own¬ 
ers.. I am sui'e that when most 
people bought their home they 
were influenced by the fact that 
they could deduct all the interest 
on the mortgage and all the real 
property taxes.- Now the Treas¬ 
ury wants them to deduct less at 
a time when their expenses and 
taxes are increasing. 

Home, owners should make 
known their views on this import¬ 
ant matter to Congressman, Ed¬ 
ward P. Boland, in the House of 
Representatives, House Office 
Building, Washington 25, D.C. 

He should be urged to express 
his opposition to this threat to 
home ownership — this cutback 
in these deductions — to the 
House Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee. He should be asked to make 
a personal appearance before the 
House Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee to express his opposition, 
by Clifford D. Pond.

FISHERMAN DECLINE 
It looks like the Maine Legal 
Boys will set sections of the West 
Penobscot aside for fly fishing 
for the land lock salmon in the 
river. Camp owners and business 
men in the area claim that the 
regulars are going elsewhere for 
their fishing for the take has 
been down. Bob Shaw of the Aga¬ 
wam Sportsmen Club who makes 
a annual trek to Ripogenes Dam 
wilderness every May disagrees 
with the reason why the decline 
in fishermen on the river. He 
claims that the law on the limit 
a fisherman can take is at fault. 
At present you can take seven 
pounds and one fish daily limit 
and if you come from out of state 
eight and one half pounds is all 
you can go home with. In other 
words, one days limit. Bob has 
had many fishermen accompany 
him to the river for a week in 
the past but they refuse to go 
back the next year because of the 
regulation. They spend $100 to 
$200 for the weeks fishing and 
are allowed only the one days 
limit, while the native fisherman 
catches his one days limit goes 
home and puts it in his freezer. 
The next day he is back on the 
river after another eight pounds 
of fish for the cold chest. The 
out-of-stater must be satisfied 
with the one days catch to bring 
home. Bob knows the river as 
well as the natives in the area, 
and spends a great deal of his 
time talking to the various fish¬ 
ermen on the river. The majority 
of out of state fishermen are 
very much dissatisfied with the 
legal limit as it is now. Bob feels 
that the Maine Fish and Game 
should take a survey of the fish¬ 
ermen and try to work out a 
solution, such as a two days limit, 
for the out-of-stater who is up 
there dropping his money to the 
local camps and stores. Bob 
thinks that the “fly fishing 
only” is a good thing, for a lot 
of small fish are hurt and die, 
from the gang hooks used on the 
spoons and bait rigs.

ownership be discouraged, wniie, 
of course, we should achieve a I 
maximum of economy in govern¬ 
ment, the anguished cries which 
are prompted by anti-social self- 
interest should not deter us from 
doing our duty. In spite of the 
gloomy pictures of the sad plight 
of real-estate which have been 
help up before this committee 
year after year, new houses are 
still being bbflt, shopping centers 
and industrial parks laid out and 
new businesses established. While 
a part of the taxload now carried 
by real-estate should probably be 
shifted to some other form of 
taxation, this fact in no way les¬ 
sens the need for the legislation 
here proposed. Whether the bur¬ 
den is heavy or light, the ques¬ 
tion before us is who should 
carry it. 

The heavier the tax load, the 
more imperative it is to see that 
those whom it is really hurting 
get relief. Our advancing tax rate 
is the strongest argument for 
this bill, rather than being an 
argument against it. In fact, high 
taxes make relief all the more 
necessary in the case of those who 
cannot, or should not, be forced 
to pay them.

day-time temperatures drop to 
the freezing point. The fact that 
it is an isolated rather than a 
general condition makes it all the 
more dangerous, especially after 
dark. 

It is a fact that ice is more 
slippery when it is near the melt¬ 
ing point than when the tempera¬ 
ture is down around zero. Now 
is the time of year to remember 
this fact and put this knowledge 
to use. We’re likely to find that 
icy pavements and melting snow 
or freezing rain are more treach¬ 
erous now than during the cold¬ 
est part of the winter. 

Because of frost damage to 
most of our streets, we have to 
“Keep our eyes open”, and drive 
with seasonal caution and com¬ 
mon sense. 

Melting snow and mud go to¬ 
gether and a good share of the 
mud seems to find its way onto 
our windshields, headlights and 
tail lights, not to mention li¬ 
cense
